Holland. 
From the ParisGazette a la Main, dated Aug. 25. 
Pars, Auguft 25. 
HE 22d two Couriers arriv’d at Ver- 
failles with Letters from the Elector of 
Bavaria and the Marthal de Marfin, giv- 
ing an Account of the Bate fought 
near Hockftet the 13th of this Month. 
They relate, that there never was a harder fought 
Batile, for the. Armies came in fight of each other at 
Sun-rifing, and the Difpure lafted till Sun-fer; But 
that the Succefs was unhappily againft us, becaufe 
our Right commanded by the Marfhal de Tallard, 
being broken and feparated from the reft of our 
Troops who had almoft abfolutely gain’d the Victory, 
was fore’d to retire; in doing which 26 of our Bar- 
- tallions were furrounded and made Prifoners, with 
the Marfhal de Tallard: This fatal Batcle coft us 
17000 Men, Prifoners included ; and “tis certain 
_yoooo of the Enemy were kill’d on the Spor. We 
loft 41 Pieces of Cannon, bur no Baggage ; and our 


Troops leaving the Enemy Matters of the Field of 


Bartle, retir’'d in the Night in good Order towards 
Lauingen, where they pafs’d the Danube the next 
day, and march’d towards Ulm. ’Tis faid fome Offi- 
cers are accus’d uf misbehaving themfelves. We have 
confirm’d Advice, that the Eiector of Bavaria, after 
the Battle, drew to him all the Garrifons he had in 
Swabia and Bavaria ; and has refolv'd heroically, to 
abandon his Country and joyn the Marfhal de Vil- 
leroy. 
en the Paris Gazette, dated Auguft 30. 
Strasburg, Auguft 20. The 16th of this Month, the 
Marfhal de Villeroy fent a Detachment of 3000 Foor 
ro poffefs themfelves of one of the Pofts which the 
‘Enemy had. fortified in the Hills onthe Left of the 
Valley of Kintfig ; defigning to penetrate from 
thence into the Durchy of Wirtemberg. This De- 
tachment poffefs’d themfclves of the Village of Op- 
naw and fome Intrenchments in the Neighbour- 
hood of that Place which the Enemies abandon’d. A 
great quantity of Provifions and Forrage was found 
there : But at the fame time the.march of the Army 
was fufpended, upon the Advice brought by feveral 
Deferrers, and by a Trumpet from the Count of Naf- 
fau-Weilbourg, that there had been a Battle in Ger- 
many in which the Enemies had the Advantage. We 
have not yet receiv’d an exact Relation of it; but 
the Particulars thar are at prefent come to our hands 
are thefe. The Elcctor of Bavaria having Intelli- 
gence, that Prince Lewis of Baden march’d the grh 
of this Month towards Neubourg, with 24 Battalli- 
ons and 31 Squadrons to go and befiege Ingolftadr, 
caus’d his Army to pafs the Danube at Lauingen and 
to march towards Hochftet. The Enemies having 
notice of it advanc’d thither, and the 13th at 6 in 
the Morning the Armies were in fight of each other. 
The Marthal de Tallard commanded the Right 
Wing, and the Marthal de Marcin the left. The E- 
nemies Right Wing was commanded by Prince Eu- 
ene, and the Left by the Duke of Marlborough. A- 
ae 9 a Clock: the Artillery began to play on both 
fides, and at 1 the Fight began. The Marfhal de 
Marcin broke the Enemies Right feveral Times, and 
would have intirely defeated them, had they not been 
fupported by 30 Squadrons which fuecour’d them. 
The Right Wing made feveral very vigorous Charges 
likewife, and maintain’d the Fight till 6 a Clock in 
the Evening. But being attack’d in Flank from over 
a Morafs which was found paffable, and it being 
impoftible for rhe reft of the Army to fuccour them, 


by reafon of the Difpofition of the Ground, they 
wereintirely broken. The main Lofs fell upon 26 Bar- 
tallions and 4 Rrgiments of Dragoons, who after the 
Battle threw themfelves into the Village of Belheim, 
where they were oblig’d to yield themfelves Prifon- 
ers of War. The Left Wing, the Center, and moft 
of the Horfe of the Right Wing, retit’d in goed Or- 
der towards Ulm without being purfued, with al- 
moft all their Baggage, and 40 Pieces. of Cannon. 
The reft of the Artillery and Baggage fell into the E- 
nemies Hands. *Tis reckon’d 8 or 10000 Men of the 
French and Bavarian Troops were kill’d, and yooo 
taken Prifoners, among the latter is the Marthal de 
Tallard. The Lofs was greater at firft, but fince che 
Action above 3000 are come in, and have rejoyn'd 
the Army. Several Officers of note likewile, of 
whom we have not a Liit yet, were kill’d or taken. 
We are affur’d the Enemy’s Lofs amounts to 6 or 
7000 killd, and as many wounded. We hear Gince, 
that the Elector of Bavaria is march’d further up the 


Danube with 72 Battallicns and above 120 Squa- 


drons, including the Troops from Ausburg and from 
other Places that have joyn’d him in his March. He 
was to arrive to day at Dutlingen, and the Marfhal 
de Villeroy is march’d with his Army and a great 
Quantity of Provifions to joyn him. 

In the Harlem Courant of September 4. is incert- 
ed under the Article of Paris, a Letter {aid to be 
waitten the 15th of Auguft from Ulm, by the M. de 
Marcin to the K. of France, which in general gives 
the fame Account of the Battle of Bleinheim as the 
Paris Gazette, but has thefe particulars, worth obfer- 
ving, viz. The Marfhal fays that their Ingeniers were 
of opinion the Morafs (mention'’d above in-the Paris 
Account) was unpaffable; that fome Squadrons 
which could not joyn that part of the Army that re- 
retreated threw themfelves into the Danube; and char 
the Elector of Bavaria and he bronght offto U!m but 
31 Batrallions, 62 Squadrons, 18 Pieces of Cannon, 
and only part of their Baggage. 

The Leiden Gazette of the 2d of September, in the 
Article from Frankfort of the 27th of Auguft, fays, the 
following Letter was written from Ulm by a French 
Officer of Note to one of his Friends,and intercepted; 
Since the Battle of Hochftet on the 13th, that facal 

day, we have led the moft miferable Life thar 
can be imagin’d. The Elector perceiving he thould 
be cut off, if he kept the Field an hour longer, fled 
in the Night towards Lauingen, and thence to this 
City ; and left we thould be overtaken we march'd 
13 Hours without ftopping, in which time we mea- 
fur'd 9 Leagues. You and the Court may. judge 
what we fuffer’d in this fudden and precipitrace Re- 
treat, if you confider only that for 2 days together 
we could get no Provifions but whar the Peafants, 
who were all fled from their Houfes, left behind 
them. The Groans and Complaints of the wounded 
Officers who were forc’d to keep Pace with us, tho” 
they had lirrle or no Accommodation for travelling, 
are not to be exprefs'd. Among the kill’d are Mef 
fieurs Zurlauben and Blainville, the Marquefs De- 
verra General of Horfe, the Marquefs de Blefon, and 
the brave Collonel Tuane ; in fhort, only Monfieur 
de Montpetfak, 250 other Officers and mv felf, came 
off unhurt; all the reft were either kill’d, taken, or 
wounded ; the Lofs of Bavarian Officers is verv great 
likewife,: Meflieurs de Dongat, Courteboune, Durme, 
and du Bourg, were taken by the Enemy in their 
Flight towards this Place. Of our 4 Regiments of 
Dragoons not 200 Men e‘cap’d ; All our Baggage, 
Ketrle- Drums, Standardé, and Arrillery,are loft; And 
the Defertion of our Soldiers and of the Bavarians is 
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fo great, that we cannot well tell what Number of 
Men the Elector of Bavaria has fav'd ; they can- 
not be above 15000. We have abundance of Sick 
Men. Forrage and Bread ts extream icarce, and the 
Farigue we are forc’d to undergo iSextream 5 We can 
hope for no Eafe nor comfortable Subliftance ull we 
et again to the other fide of the Rhine. The Pea- 
ants knock all the French on the Head that the) find 
ftraggling, looking upon them as the Authors of thetr 
Mifery ; the Elector, to deter them, has threaten d to 
Impale them if they are catch’d. { have nothing to 
add, but that the Elector of Bavaria lays the biame 
of our Defeat on the Marthal de ialiard, and we on 
the contrary throw it upon che Elector. I am, &c. 
In the Amfterdam Gazette there is at.ocher Letter 
faid to be written by a French Officer from Uim and 
intercepted, that gives different Pariculars, buc in the 
main full as miferable an Account as the abvve Let- 
ter of the Retreat of che Enemy from the Fiela cf 
Battle ro Ulm. There ate alfo divers other Ad- 
vices ia the Priacs that cate by thefe Matis relating 
tothe Subj-¢t chis Courant runs upon, which thaii 
be found at large in our next. 
From the Camp at lingen,Aug.21. The 1 8th int. 
the Marthalde [allard, with moft of the other Pri- 
foners of Nore, march’d from Hochftet towards Ha- 
naw and Francfort, under a Guard of 40 Englifh 
Dragoons; at the faie time the Reparcicion was 
made of all the reft of the Prifoners, who were or- 
der'd to fevera! Places adjoyning for the better « on- 
veniency of keeping them unii they can be remov’d 
further into the Country. We find now the whole 
Number (including near 3000 that have taken onin 
our Troops) to exceed 13000 Offi ers and Soldiers. 
The :9th the Army march’d trom Steinheim, and 
encamp’d with che Right at Printz and there Left at 
Gundelfirgen, from whence we advanc’d yefterday 
to Langcnau and Ober Elchingen, and to day we 
came cto this Place, being within a lictie more than 
an Englith Mile of Ulm. Upon our March we heard 
of grcat Numbers of Officers of the Enemy thac had 
been buried in the feveral Villages we came by ; and 
we ate told by the People here, that when the Enemy 
march’d from Uim, they casried off wich them up- 
wards of 7ooo wounded, whereof neat 1000 were 
Officers ; that they burnt a great many of their Weg- 
gons,that they might make ule of the Horfes to make 
Litters to carry off che Officers, with the greater eafe. 
All our Huffars with fe: cral Parsses of Horfe are in 


purfuit of them, and with the Country tg" le cut off 


all that cannot keep up with thew Army, fo that we 
hear they have made great Slaughter of them. The 
Enemy have left in Garrifon here four French Bat- 
tallions and five of Bavarians; we are Blocking 
up the Place ill it be fered what Troops hall 
carry on the Siege, and then the reft of the Army will 
advance through the Country of Wircemberg towards 
the Rhine. This Morning a Deputy came hither from 
the City of Memmingen to crave the Duke of Marl- 
borough’s Protection, and brings Advice, that the 
Electrefs of Bavaria was pafs'd through that Place 
with 5 of her Children, with a Guard of 14 Squa- 
drons of Horfe in order to follow the Elector. 

From the Camp at Sefclingen, Aug: 24. The 22d 
the Goversour of Ulm fent out of the Town 430 
Prifoners of our Troops which were taken at Hoch- 
ftet, Dillingen, 2nd on ovher Occafions, with a Com- 
. to the Duke of Marlborough, praying his 

race would take a fitting Opportunity ro return an 
equal Number cf theirs; but being all of the German 
Troops, the Duke fence them to Prince Eugene. The 
Elector of Bavaria’s Communication with his Coun- 
try being intirely cut off, a Trumpet came hither laft 
Nighe with a Letrer from his Electoral Highnefs dated 
at Dutlingen the 21% initant, defiring the Duke to 
Bive Convevance ro one inclofed to the Electrefs, 
which his Grace {ent forward by a Trumpet of his 
own to Munich, the Electrefs with her Children 
being gone back thither. Prince Lewis of Baden came 
hither to day to confer with the Duke and Prince 
Eugene, having left kis Army encamp’d at Lauingen, 
which will be here tomorrow or next day; and the 
heavy Artillery which -was before Ingolftad will fol- 
low in aday of two to carry on the Siege of Ulm. 


The Duke with the Englift’ Troops, and the greateft 
part of thofe inthe Pay of Her Majefty and the States, 
will march on Tuefday towards the Rhine. 

From the Camp at Sefelingen, Aug.28. The 26th. 
the Troops began their March towards the Rhine, _ 
by different Routes for the Eafe of the Country. The 
Duke will follow tomorrow in order to joyn them. 
Prince Lewis intends to march at the fame rime with 
the !mperial Horfe, and Prince Eugene is going to 
Retwerl to affemble the Troops in thofe parts and 
the Lines to joyn us onthe Rhine. We fhail leave 
General Thungen here with the Forces that were to 
have befieg’d Ingolitad to attack Ulm, in cafe the 
Place be not furrendred by Compofition, of which we 
have fome hopes. The Emperor has order’d’ the 
Troops that have been acting againit the Elector of 
Bavaria on the Borders of Tyrol,under the Command 
of Genera! Gurterftein and Lieut. Gen. Theirheim, to 


‘march immediately to joyn the Count de Leiningen, 


in order co make a Diverfion in favour of the Duke 
of Savoy. And Count Maffei will fer eur tomorrow 
on his way to Turin, to acquaint his Royal Highnefs 
with the Meafures that are taking here for the reft of 
the Campaign, which ‘tis boped may oblige the 
Enemy to draw a confiderable Body of their i roogs 


‘out cf Italy. By Letters we have intercepred of rhe 


roth inft. going from Dutlingen to the French Court; 
the Enemy own the Lofs of upwards or 40000 Men 
kilfd, taken Prifoners, or by ‘the great Defertion in 
their Retreat, which was in very great Diiorder tHe 
whole Way. 

Ficm the Camp at Gros Gerdach, Sept. 2. The En- 
glith and Danity Troops that mareh’e under the Com- 
mand of General Cherchil from Sefelingen the 26th 
paft, encamp’d that Night at Launtheim ; the next 
day they continued their March to Grofs Seiffen, rhe 
28.h to Eberfpach, where they halted the 2och;_ the 
goth they carne to Gros Hepoach, and che aift 
Mundeliheim, where they halted yefterday, and this 
day we pafs'd the Neckar at Lavffen and came to 
Gros Gordach, Thé Duke of Mariborough joyn’d us 
the 31 ft in the Evening at Mundelthcim from theCamp 
before Ulm, which he left the day before at 5 in rhe 
Morning ; Count Wratiflau itays there to receive :he 
Prepota.s of the Electrefs of Bavaria for delivering up 
the Place ; and Géneral Thungen who commands the 
Suge, is making Preparations for carrying it oo with 
Vigour, if it be not furrendred ; he has with him 24 
Squadrons and 23 Battallions, and 3 more are on 
their March to joyn him. He was: to open the 
Trenches the 30th at Night, and will acack the 
Place with 40 Pieces of Cannon betid-s A.orrars, 
‘When we are Mafters of this Place the French will 
have no moreTroops on this fide theRhine. M, Lord 
Duke having receiv’d an Invitation from rhe Duke 
Regent of Wirremberg by his Grarid Matefchal co hig 
Refidence at Sturgard, his Grace wenc chither yeft r- 
day Morning accompanied by feveral General O%- 
cersand after a very Splendid Entertainment rerurn’d 
in the Evening to the Army. The Enemy having re- 
pafs'd the Black Forreft, and being fince terir’s over 
the Rhine, Prince Eugene did not go to Rorweil ag 
he intended, bur went directly to Raftad to aff mble 
the Troops and march them towards Philipsourgé 
P. Lewis is gone for 3 or 4 days to Affchaffenbourg. 

From the Camp at Eppingen, Sept.3. This day we 
march’d from Gros Gordach hither, and tomorrow thé 
D.of Marlborovgh will advance with the Horfe to Lah- 
gebrich, and from thence ro Philipsbourg, to joyn thé 
Troops P. Eugene is drawing together there from the 
Lines,in order to pafsthe Rhine and take Poft on the 
other fide,while the Foor comes up by éafier Marches. 

Thefe Letters from the Army confirm the Lift of 
the Englith Officers kill’d in the Bartle of Bleinheim, 
incerted in the Courants of the 21 ft and 22d of Au- 
guft. And add, that the following Officers are fince 
dead of the Wounds they receiv’d in that Batrle, viz:
